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Old Estates of Former Im­ 
perial Rulers Now 
State Property.

* MUNICH, March 19.—.Bavaria fin­ 
ally has won a long-fought battle for 
state possession of the old castles, 
palaces, and other properties once 
held by the Wltt'elstoaehs, her im­ 
perial rulers up to the ISIS revo­ 
lution, Now she is 
busy 
casting 
about for the funds necessary to 
their np keep, and for ways and 
m eats to keep them from becom­ 
ing so many 
“white 
elephants/' 
Even those which are not habitable 
must be kept in suitable condition 
as sightseeing objects for the many 
Americans and other foreign tour­ 
ists who visit them annually. 
Probably no other royal house tai 
the German empire ever assembled 
such vast and valuable possessions 
as did the family whose reigning 
rights ended when Ludwig HI re­ 
nounced the throne about the time 
the world war closed. The most 
coveted of these for the new Ba­ 
varian state have been the palatial 
residences and the luxurious pleas- 
ureseats of the erstwhile mighty. 
All now fall to Bavaria, except­ 
ing a plot of ground in (Munich, a 
small tract in Berchtesgaden, the 
Lndfigskoehe estate in the Palatin­ 
ate, and a piece of land at Berg on 
Stain berg Lake, where Ludwig II 
met his tragic end by drowning. Of 
the buildings erected 
under 
the 
Elector Max Emanuel, the imperial 
family retains the right to live in 
the middle section of the Nymphen- 
burg castle and In the southwest 
wing of that at Wuersbnrg,, while 
the state acquires Schleissheim cast­ 
le, near Regersburg entirely. 
The Munich imperial residence, 
which rivals any other royal build­ 
ing in Europe for splendor and ap* 
a ranee, fells to Bavaria', its treas­ 
ures have been open to the public 
for several years as museum exhib­ 
its. The state also receives title to 
the castles in other districts, in­ 
cluding 
Land shut, 
Anabach, 
Bay­ 
reuth. Bamberg, 
Wuersberg, 
and 
Aschaffenburg. The Wuersburg edi­ 
fice 
is particularly 
renowned as 
one of the most magnificent build­ 
ings of the world in the baroque and 
rococco style of architecture. Asch- 
affenburg is noted as a prime ex­ 
ample of renaissance design. 
Among the new state properties is 
the castle 
Neuschwanstein, which 
Ludwig t i put up at enormous ex­ 
panse; Herrenseiemsee castle, which 
in modeled or. the palace at Ver­ 
sailles, and the charming Linderhof 
castle nestling in 
the 
mountain 
woods near the Passion Say village 
of Oberammergau. 
In addition to buildings and es­ 
tates, Bavaria will be considerably 
enriched by the acquisition of the 
many 
Wittelsbach 
collectioLS 
of 
treasures in art and science. Some 
of these have long been turned 
over to the state. The royal fam­ 
ily devoted many millions of marks 
to the support and maintenance of 
these, and one or the chief worries 
attaching to their new ownership 
Is the fact that henceforth govern­ 
ment aid will have to replace the 
former Wittelsbach grants.

Mr. ^Wallace, 
in 
describing the new act, says: “On 
the last day it was in session Con­ 
gress 
enacted 
ithe, 
Agricultural 
Credits Act. This act is designed 
to give the farmer the sort*of cred­ 
it he needs to produce efficiently 
and market in an orderly manner 
the produces of the farm. It is an 
effort by Congress to meet a need 
which has been felt for at least 
fifty years. The act may not be 
perfect? Experience may show the 
need of amendments from time to 
time. But it furnishes the basis for 
a system 
of ^intermediate 
credit 
adapted to farm conditions 
and 
farm needs. Also it should bring 
about a reduction in the 
interest 
which farmers pay‘ for money bor­ 
rowed. 
“The act is divided 
into 
two 
parts. In (he first it provides gov­ 
ernment agencies for handling agri­ 
cultural loans. In the second 
it 
authorizes the organization of pri­ 
vate agencies under government su­ 
pervision for making loans on live­ 
stock security and on farm com­ 
modities on the way to market.

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The survivors of tile Confederate hosts who fought for 
four years to maintain the rights of their states are holding 
their annual reunion at New Orleans. Year by year the wear­ 
ers of the grey are becoming fewer but the spirit which car­ 
ried them to many victories still animates them. The veterans 
have been the backbone of American citizenship in the South 
and the example they set for the young generations to follow 
has extended an influence that will never die. Nearly 60 years 
have fled since after Appomatox they turned their faces home­ 
ward to take up civil life again, but those who still live can 
look back on lives given to the progress of the nation. The 
French faced no greater task at the close of the World whr 
than did the veterans who followed the battle flags of the 
Confederacy in restoring their country, but they’ performed 
their task well and the prosperity of the South is a monument 
to their efforts. 


Who is an educated man? is a question that has often 
been asked and often answered in some way. Gradually it is 
becoming accepted that education and service or work are. 
closely akin. H. C. Weber, superintendent of the schools of 
Nashville, Tenn., summed the whole thing up admirably in an 
address recently:

It is more than a 
life’s job, it is an eternal one. Education is not found in books 
alone; indeed, only a small part of it is to be gained there. 
Education is not information, but the ability to use informa­ 
tion. Education makes one do the things he has to do better 
than he would do them without such training. The blacksmith 
who can shoe a horse so that he will not gaff himself in run­ 
ning around the track is better educated, even if he cannot 
read or write, than the college prbfessor who reads Greek and 
cannot support his family.

“I regard the legislation* in gen­ 
eral enacted by the recent session 
as sound and progressive and none 
of a dangerous nature/* said Sena­ 
tor J. C. Looney when asked by a 
News reporter for an expression 
of an opinion on* what has been 
done during the past several weeks. 
Among the measures that he' re­ 
gards aa the most important are 
the following: state aid for weak 
school .districts; free textbooks; the 
warehouse bill, m arket commission 
bill; the creation of 
a 
highway 
fund by means of a one cent tax 
on gasoline, and the appropriation 
to refund $2,000,000 of state ad 
valorem taxes collected for 1920, 
which levy the supreme court de­ 
clared illegal. Most of the big con­ 
cerns paid the tax under protest 
and were therefore able to secure 
a refund following the action of 
the court, but t^iose who did not 
protest at the time of payment were 
left with no recourse. Two other 
bill3 of importance 
were 
those 
amending 
the 
anti-discrimination 
and workmen's compensation laws. 
The last named! was modified some­ 
what in favor of the workmen. 
Locally of course the appropria­ 
tion for the teachers’ college was 
an important m atter. The legislature 
did well by the school, giving it 
$150,000 for a new building, $10,- 
000 for repairs and equipment, $1,- 
000 for sidewalks, 
$38,000 
for 
maintenance and $195,000 for sal­ 
aries for two years. Edmond, Du­ 
rant and Ada fared alike, all three 
schools having almost exactly the 
same number of students. 
Personally Senator Looney 
suc­ 
ceeded in having passed a bill that 
will make it possible for 
worthy 
students to stay in- school to fin­ 
ish their courses. The bill provides 
that if a bank which is a state 
depository makes a loan of a max­ 
imum of $300 per year to a stu­ 
dent at 6 per cent, the state will 
keep that much money on deposit 
in the bank until the loan is re­ 
paid- Of course it is optional with 
the bank, since the state assumes 
po liability. The loans may run un­ 
til the student gets out to work 
and earns the money to repay the 
loan. 
He was very much disappointed 
In the action of the house in pig­ 
eon holing another bill of his which 
had passed the senate. It was for 
the purpose of dftstriuting the land 
loans on an equitable basis among 
the 
various 
counties, 
instead 
of 
perm itting a few to get practically 
all of it as heretofore, and giving 
preference to men actually living 
on the land on which the loans were 
made. It is readily admitted that 
such a measure is badly needed. 
The criticism he would offer on 
the work of the legislature is for 
the enormous 
appropriations, 
the 
creation of so many new jobs aud 
raise of salaries. For instance,' the 
state highway 
departm ent 
alone 
gets 25 new jobs and th e supreme 
eourt commission is to consist of 
15 men, when the state bar associ­ 
ation itself recommended only nine. 
It is well known that Senator 
Looney was one of the minority 
that fought for economy and to 
keep the appropriations within the 
income of the state.

Advisory Com­ 
mittee of the President’s Confer­ 
ence on Unemployment. The find­ 
ings are published by the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Of 15,000,000 or 1 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in 
dustrial workers, 1,500,000 on an 
average are unemployed mainly be­ 
cause they cannot get work, 375,- 
000 are sick, 160,000 are locked 
out of a 300 day working 
year, 
loses 3 days because he cannot get 
work, seven through sickness, three 
from strikes and lockouts, and 30 
through part time worlu He is los­ 
ing his pay, according to Dr. Brad­ 
ford’s conclusions, 70 days out of
